1957 COMPETITION - SHOPPING CENTER STORES 


This group of three stores is in the center of one wing of a 
typical medium-sized shopping center located in the suburban area 
of a Central Southern city of 300,000 population. This particular 
wing faces the parking area of the shopping center, which is 
situated on a main four-lane highway with heavy local and through 
auto traffic. 

There are 30 units in the center, each representing a different 

_——~ kind of business, ranging from a department store to a_ small 
service business. The canopy, which extends the entire length of 
the building above the show windows, is faced with light green 
porcelain enamel and the building wall above and behind the 
canopy is faced with variegated shades of red brick. As shown in 
the drawing, the canopy has a 6-inch I-beam at the front set on 
4-inch steel poles spaced 20 feet apart. Four-inch channel iron on

4-foot centers extend from the front I-beam to the 12-inch J-beam 
set in the building wall. The canopy roof is built up of 1” x 6” 
sheathing, insulation and metal covered with tar and crushed 
stone. 

Signs are to be installed on the canopy, at the front directly 
behind the facing. Each store is permitted a design of its own 
selection, except that the length may not exceed three-fourths the 
width of the store front. The stores shown are occupied by a 
florist (left) chain store (center) and men’s store (right). The 
chain store may be a national, regional or local organization, but 
the sign must be the same type as actually used by the particular 
chain selected by the contestants. Any names of five letters or 


more, selected by the contestant may be used for the florist and 
men’s shop.

Single face displays, each mounted on top of store 
canopy just behind face. Floral Shop display 15’ 
long, 3’ 9” high. SMITH, 24” flat cutout 1%” 
black plastic letters cemented to panels of white 
and yellow 3/16” plastic, illuminated by grids of 
white-and yellow tubing. 
FLORIST, 42” to 15” raised block metal letters 
mounted on metal sign cabinet, illuminated with 
single tangerine gold tubing. ASTERISK (*) 
metal cutout faced with 1%” white plastic, indi- 
rectly illuminated with white tubing. Raised block 
metal letter superimposed on asterisk illuminated 
with single turquoise tubing. Identical asterisks 
on all displays provides continuity of design and 
aids in identifying shops with corresponding num- 
ber on store directory located near entrance. 
O. P. SKAGGS, 2’ 8” x 20’, of plastic faced metal 
panels 8” deep, mounted on raceway. The 24” 
flat cutout black 14” plastic letters are cemented 
to face panels of 3/16” white plastic, indirectly 
illuminated with grids of white tubing. 

DOLE’S, metal sign cabinet 15’ long, 314’ high. 
DOLE’S, 24” flat cutout 4%” black plastic letters

cemented to 3/16” flat yellow and white plastic 
panels, indirectly illuminated with grids of yellow 
and white tubing. MEN’S SHOP in partial raised 
block letters extends above metal painted back- 
ground representing man’s bow tie. Letters 16” 
high, single tangerine gold tubing. 

All three displays of sheet metal and plastic con- 
struction equipped with angle iron stringers on 
back for easy installation to triangular sign sup- 
ports attached to canopy roof. Method of installa- 
tion consists of triangular angle iron braces 
mounted to roof of canopy; braces mounted to 
roof by drilling and tapping the 4” steel channel 
of the canopy; 12” all-thread bolt holds angle iron 
to channel and complete installation is water- 
proofed by use of 4” square metal pitch pots en- 
closing 12’ bolts, which prevents accumulation 
of moisture between braces and roof, thus elim- 
inating deterioration of roof under braces. In 
case of display removal, braces may remain or be 
removed, leaving pitch pots and hold-down bolts 
intact.

EASTERN, reverse channel porcelain enamel let- 
ters, 4’ to 2’ high, outlined on sides and edge- 
lighted with rose tubing. Plastic box same as 
Florist” and ‘Catalog Sales,” with black plastic 
head and ‘*tMen’s Wear” in 9” red plastic letters.

FIESTA FLORAL, single faced display 514’x11’. 
FIESTA of rose enamel (to provide same color both 
day and night) in pan type 214” channel letters 
from 5’ 4” to 18” high, lighted by 30 ma single 
rose tubing. The 5’x3’ module internally illumi- 
nated with five pairs of 3’ T12 lamps and faced 
with flat rose plastic which presents simple illus- 
tration of advertised product. Illustration and 8” 
letters in FLORAL are flat black plastic. Raceways, 
backs, pipes, etc., finished with black enamel. 
Floral design in window is of skeleton 30 ma rose 
tubing. 

KINNEY SHOES, 5’ high, 12’ long overall. KIN- 
NEY of light blue enamel (to provide same color 
both day and night) in pan type 214” channel 
letters 30” high, lighted with double 30 ma tur- 
quoise tubing. The 5’x3’ module, light blue flat 
plastic face illuminated with 5 pairs of 3’ T12 
lamps. Illustration and 8” letters of SHOES cut 


from flat black plastic. Raceways, backs, pipes, 
etc. finished with black enamel. SHOE design in 
window is of skeleton 30 ma turquoise tubing. 
DALES 5’x11’ overall, of canary enamel (to pro- 
vide same color both day and night) in pan type 
214” channel letters from 2’ 6” to 16”, illumi- 
nated by single 30 ma canary yellow tubing. The 
5’x3’ module faced with flat canary yellow plastic 
internally illuminated with five pairs of 3’ T12 
lamps. Illustration and 8” letters FOR MEN of 
flat black plastic. Raceways, backs, pipes, etc., 
finished with black enamel. Window illustration 
in skeleton 30 ma canary yellow tubing. 

All displays of architectural similarity but pro- 
vide opportunity for individual treatment. In 
event of change of tenants, quick and economical 
replacement of name and trademark can be ef- 
fected. Repetition of designs in windows brings 
trademarks to eye level.

FLOWERS, 18” 
channel letters, porcelain enamel faces, 6” stain- 
less steel returns, outlined with green tubing. BY

tered with rose tubing, double tube white border 
on raceway with porcelain enamel faces and stain- 
less steel returns. Plastic section 4’x514’ with 
flowers painted on clear plastic mounted on cor- 
rugated plastic background and interior illumi- 
nated with white tubing on 4” centers. Wiring 
and transformers contained within raceway and 
box section, with 6” stainless steel filler.

MEN’S SHOP, 12” raised red plastic letters 
mounted on corrugated white plastic illuminated 
with white tubing on 4” centers, filler of single 
face box in stainless steel. Porcelain enamel faced 
raceway has stainless steel returns.

A series of white, amber and red flood lamps 
mounted on 5’ centers at firewall give colorful 
background pattern to tie building together with 
individual variations in design. 

A 4’ channel framework with ornamental welded 
flat bar provides attractive, modern sign struc- 
ture for each store. The framework and support- 
ing pipes and braces are bolted to “I”? beams in 
canopy. They may be provided by the sign com- 
pany or building owner for future sign uses or 
sign changes. Plastic faced signs of uniform 4’ 6” 


height allow for individuality in design; they vary 
in length, according to space allotted to each store. 
Plastic faced channel letters are mounted to the 
ornamental frame with necessary transformers in- 
stalled in the sign cabinet above. 

Cutout plastic letters and shapes are mounted on 
plastic faced sign cabinets interior illuminated by 
vertical T-12 slimline lamps. Channel letters are 
illuminated with 4500° white tubing. Various 
colors of plastic letters and shapes are used to 
obtain a pleasing color combination.

Florist sign mounted on 12’’x8” raceway, 15’ long. 
Sign box 6’x2’ extending 24” above raceway is 
outlined with single comet blue tubing. HILTON 
in 24” to 10” painted letters illuminated by single 
white tubing. Flower shapes in skeleton single 
tangerine tubing. FLORAL, 36” channel letters 
extending 24” above raceway, illuminated by 
single comet blue tubing. 

Drug sign mounted on 12’’x8” raceway, 23’ long. 
Trademark SKAGGS 24” to 12” channel letters 
mounted on raceway illuminated by double white 
tubing. DRUG CENTER, 12” channel letters 
mounted on raceway, illuminated by single comet 
blue tubing. 

Men’s Shop sign mounted on 12’x8” raceway, 15’ 
long. COLLINS, 24” to 12” channel letters 


mounted on raceway, illuminated by single comet 
blue tubing. Shield-shaped trademark extending 
24” above raceway outlined in single white tub- 
ing with tangerine bow tie. FOR MEN, 6” painted 
letters on front of raceway, illuminated by single 
white tubing. 

The raceway, which houses the transformer, 
serves as a basic unit for all signs to permit easy 
removal of displays in case of change of tenant. 
It is mounted with bolts to standard mounting 
brackets 4’ apart which are bolted in front to 6” 
“7? beam using spacers on 2” centers, 9” above 
the canopy. Spacers are sealed by a tar pan. The 
brackets extending to the rear are bolted to the 
4” channel irons which extend from the front 
“J? beam to the building wall on 4’ centers.

Sign braces and trusswork are eliminated and re- 
placed by a continuous screen of white vertical 
supports atop canopy upon which signs are hung. 
Vertical supports may also be painted various 
bright colors where desired. Letters, signs and 


symbols hung upon screen at desired height and 
combinations. Standard modular plastic units 
provide uniformity, economy and individual va- 
riety with character of sign designed to suit each 
particular store.

Customer identification signs under canopy 
made of single piece of ‘“V” formed plastic 
mounted in aluminum triangular shape drums 
and attached to aluminum pan forming top and 
base of signs. Sockets, lamps and ballasts mounted 
on this base for easy maintenance. Names of stores 
painted on both faces of interior of signs and 
illuminated with single slimline lamp.
